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Council deadlock leaves 
hotel owners at impasse 


Council meeting Monday 
night drew a larger than 
usual number of local citi- 
zens in the gallery, .with 
three public hearings and 
two appeal hearings sche- 
duled, 

First hearing was on By- 
law 1/74 to rezone Lot $ 
(behind St, Albert Inn) for 
hotel parking. Letters of 
protest were in from the 
Uprights on Gate Avonue and 
E, Shanley on Garnett Drive - 
both of which criticized - 
‘piece-meal’’ planning and 
objected to the encroachment 
of commercial development 
into the Ball estate, Bill 
Webber speaking at the hear- 
ing said he had the same 
concern now as in 1971 when 
the seme application for re- 
zoning was heard, He also 
felt council should look at 
the whole area and not plan 
‘piece meal,’’ 

Mayor Gibbon pointed out 
that hotel owner Sam Shapiro 
had advised council that the 
zoning request was made 
only to satisfy the require- 
ments of the mortgage and 


that council had previously 
recommended that the zon- 
ing be approved with full 
assurance from the hotel 
owners that in fact Lot 9 
would never be used for hotel 
parking, Coun, Bakker how- 
ever felt Mr, Webber's view- 
point was ‘‘well taken,’’ not- 
ing that council has no out- 
line plan for the area, 

A man inthe gallery said 
he had not been notified, al- 
though he had property within 
200 feet of Lot 9, ‘I am now 
out of the area and do not 
get the Gazette.’’ He was 
told this was an error by 
staff since council policy is 
to notify neighboring pro- 
perty owners, 

A lady in the gallery won- 
dered what possible ‘‘moral 
obligation’’ council had to 
the mortgage company, 
“None,’’ replied the mayor, 
but council did approve the 
rezoning on a 5-2 vote, 

The matter came up again 
when the bylaw came up for 
second reading, Lot 9 cannot 
be used for hotel parking 
without the specific approval

of council, who have a letter 
signed by Mr. Shapiro con- 
firming the arrangement, 

Saying that council should 
develop an outline plan be- 
fore any further rezoning 
of the Ball Estate area, 
Coun, Bakker moved totable 
motion for second reading 
until such a plan is ready, 
Vote went 3-3 with Gibbon, 
Lukay and de Bruijn opposed 
and was therefore lost. Coun 
Hudson was absent, 

Coun, Throndson said he 
believed Mr. Shapiro was 
honest and knew what hew4as 
doing but perhaps tabling 
second reading would be 
best - “I approved first 
reading, but now I will vote 
against second reading,’’ he 
said. 

Mayor Gibbon hoped coun- 
cil could look at Mr, Shap- 
iro’s overall plan for devel- 
opment of the area by the 
next committee meeting. 

Mr, Shapiro said Lot 9 
would be taken into his out- 
line plan for the area, but 
meanwhile ‘‘we have adead- 
line regarding the area, His 
partner, Mr. Tony Hutton, 
architect, said he was at 
present working on a devel- 
opment proposal for their 
property in the area and 
hoped to have it ready ina 
month, 

Coun, Lukay hoped coun- 
cil would look at the question 
seriously - we leaned back- 
ward for this development 
which was necessary for this 
town, He stated further that 
Lot 9 should have been zoned 
for parking inthe first place, 
“Tt never made sense to 
zone highway property for 
parking rather than com- 
mercial development,’’ 

Coun, Throndson wanted 
to table till a full council was 
present, but Coun, de Bruijn 
didn't know what that would 
solve, and stated that he 
agreed with Coun, Lukay’s 
comments, and had also or- 
iginally voted in favor of Lot 
9 (behind the hotel) being 
zoned for parking, ‘At that 
time,"’ said de Bruijn, “we 
talked to Sam and Tony and

Snowmobile 
bylaw quashed 


Following the hearing of 
Art Perrott’s case against 
St. Albert’s Snowmobile By- 
law the judge reserved his 
decision some two weeks, 
and in the interval Mr. Per- 
rott presented awritten sub- 
mission on his position, 

He was advised by aphone 
call from the Clerk of the 
Court that the bylaw had been 
quashed, and that he had been 
awarded $200 costs, 

Copy of the judgement lis- 
ting the judge's reasons for 
the decision is tucked in the 
purse of Art's wife, who is 
presently skiing in Jasper, 


so the reasons will have to 
wait for publication next 
week,

In January 1973, food 
prices were largely respon- 
sible for an increasing cost 
of living, On January 19 of 
that year, the government 
decided to introduce a re- 
Solution to establish a spe- 
cial committee to look into 
food prices, 

Early in May, the comm- 
ittee advisel the govern- 
ment to establish an inde- 
pendent Food Prices Review 
Board to review food price 
increases and make recom- 
mendations, 

Progressive Conservative 
Members of that committee 
disagreed with this approach

at the time of the Throne 
Speech, were rising at an 
annual rate of 3,1 per cent. 
They are now rising at an 
annual rate of 7,3 per cent, 

In other words, those com- 
modities most important to 
the livelihood and well-being 
of the average Canadian - 
food, clothing and housing - 
are experiencing the highest 
price increases, 

In my opinion, the Food 
Prices Review Board has 
been totally ineffective, 
partly because it does not 
have the power necessary 
to affect any alterations in 
government policy and partly 
because it tends to point out 
the obvious, 

At any rate, the Food Pri- 
ces Review Board’s recom- 
mendations are being totally 
ignored by the government, 
The most recent example of 
this was the non-response 
of Agriculture Minister Eu- 
gene Whelan and Consumer 
Affairs Minister Herb Gray 
to the Food Prices Review 
Board’s January 9, 1974 re- 
commendation that egg 
prices be reduced by the 
Canadian Egg Marketing Ag- 
ency, 

In conclusion, I would like 
to quote a statement made 
by Robert Stanfield in the 
House of Commons on Sep- 
tember 10, 1973 - ‘‘the real 
losers are not the members 
of my Party who may have 
lost motions of confidence 
from time to time, The real 
losers are the Canadian 
people of ordinary means, 
because the ordinary Cana- 
dian cannot ride things out, 
This is a tragic situation, 
all the more tragic because 
there is an alternative, ’’

Craig’s Manufacturing Ltd 
of Morinville has just sent 
out two flatbeds loaded with 
their now famous ‘‘bale wag- 
ons,” The multi-purpose 
farm wagons headed for Sa- 
skatoon, where Dean Distri- 
butors Ltd,, has recently 
been appointed as exclusive 
distributor, in Saskatchewan 

The growth of Craig’s 
Manufacturing Ltd., over the 
past 25 years (plus) has been 
closely related to the devel- 
opment of agriculture in the 
western provinces, 

Craig’s continues to pio- 
neer, having developed what 
is now commonly referred 
to as the “bale wagon,” a 
multi-purpose farm wagon 
that has its most significant 
application in the haying op- 
eration, With this wagon, 
bale hauling and stacking can 
be done by one man, 

The bale wagon comes in 
four models, ranging from 
345 to 800 bale capacities, 
It can be converted to a ut- 
ility tilt trailer, with built- 
in stake pockets permitting 
a box to be assembled .on 
the flat deck, Side exten- 
sions are also available, 

This is the second exclu- 
sive product developed at 
the Morinville plant, In 1967 
Craig's began producing a 
root windrower, and since 
then has sold about 250 of

Adequate nutrition aids 
cattle starvation danger 


Issued from District 
Agriculturist’s office, 

It is expected that some 
cows and calves will die from 
starvation this winter in Al- 
berta, 

We expect the situation to 
be worse than usual this year 
because of the long, cold win- 
ter, the fact that the fall 
weather was wet and much 
of the hay and straw avail- 
able is of very poor quality, 
the inability of some pro- 
ducers to harvest their grain

This will be held from 10 
am, to 3 p.m. on bothdates, 
Everybody welcome, 


and perhaps because of over- 
expansion of herd size in 
some places, Other factors 
could be involved in some 
situations such as the high 
cost of grain and perhaps 
inexperience of the operator, 
In any event, producers 
should take a good look at the 
quality and quantity of feed 
available for the number of 
animals they must feed, 

A herd being affected by 
inadequate nutrition can be 
recognized before animals 
die by realizing that many of 
the cows are quite thin, In 
some herds the problem has 
not been recognized until 
several animals have died, 
Not all cattle will be affected 
to the same degree - some 
are able to live better on 
less feed than others, some 
cattle will have more para- 
sites than others, young 
growing animals require 
more feed than do mature 
animals, Usually these herds 
will be fed poor quality hay 
or poor quality straw without 
grain or other equipments, 
Cattle cannot survive in the 
extreme cold temperatures 
on a total ration of poor qua- 
lity low protein roughage 
without losing body condition 
because not enough energy is 
available in all of the feed 
they can possibly eat, The 


cattle will eat more roughage 
than their stomachs can di- 
gest and impaction may 
occur, 

In an affected herd, one can 
expect many cows and calves 
to be very thin, The cows will 
produce little milk after cal- 
ving, There may be an in- 
creased incidence of infect- 
ions following calving, Quite 
a few animals can die and 
magnesium deficiency may 
occur, In addition, a large 
amount of feed is required in 
order to bring the animals 
back to condition, The basic 
requirement is energy, A 
high level of grain feeding 
must be used in order to pre- 
vent further losses, The ani- 
mals must, of course, be 
brought onto grain feeding 
gradually, The rations 
should be balanced to contain 
a reasonable amount of pro- 
tein, vitamins and minerals, 
Treatment of animals that 
have gone down from inade- 
quate nutrition is extremely 
difficult, It would be much 
better to try and prevent the 
situation from developing,

ployees, However, negotia-

Information to consider

Canadians purchase app- 
roximately 40 million doll- 
ars worth of vitamin and 
mineral products each year, 

Perhaps you wonder - 

*why there are so many 
different products on the 
market, 

*what are vitamins and 
minerals? 

*if you or other members 
of your family need a vita- 
min and mineral supplement 

VITAMINS is a general 
term for a number of unre- 
lated chemical substances 
(nutrients) occurring natur- 
ally in various foods. They 
are necessary for the normal 
functioning of human body 
but are not manufactured 
by the body, An insufficient 
intake of vitamins may re- 
sult in disease or deficiency 
states, 

MINERALS occur natur- 
ally in foods, They too are 
necessary for the normal 
functioning of the body. The 
quantity of a mineral pre- 
sent in a drug is usually

Vitamin D - most adults 
obtain enough of it from 
their seasonal outdoors ex- 
posure to sunshine, Hcaw- 
ever, people living in nor- 
thern regions with limited 
sunshine, infants, growing 
children, pregnant and nurs- 
ing women and elderly per- 
sons confined indoors can 
obtain their quota by con- 
suming milk with added Vit- 
amin D, A vitamin D supp- 
lement may be necessary 
for persons in one of the 
above groups who are not 
using Vitamin D_ fortified 
milk, 

Vitamin and mineral sup- 
plements may be required - 

*during growth spurts, 
pregnancy, lactation, illness 
wher the appetite is poor, or 
where by choice, circum- 
stance or dislike of certain 
food groups, a normal diet 
is not consumed, 

*by young people who take 
to the road, They would be 
well advised to pack a vita- 
min supplement in their 
knapsack to compensate for 
problems in selecting proper 
foods while travelling, 

*by those whose diets con- 
sist mainly of hotdogs, ham- 
burgers, chips and soft 
drinks and who need supple- 
mentation to ensure adequate 
nutrient intake, 

*by weight watchers on a 
low calorie reducing diet who 
may also find it difficult to 
maintain adequate nutrient 


Colustrom fast - calves

Most dairymen know that 
newborn calves need to get 
colostrum from their dams 
as soon as possible after 
birth, But perhaps all are 
not aware of why the prac- 
tice is so important, points 
out Dr. Curtis Richardson, 
extension dairy nutritionist 
at Oklahoma State Univer- 
sity, The baby calf is born 
with little resistance to many 
disease organisms it en- 
counters during the first few 
months of life. 

Colostrum milk contains a 
large, readily available sup- 
ply of antibodies which must 
get into the bloodstream of 
the calf to protect it against 
disease for the first four to 
nine months of life before 
the calf begins producing 
its own antibodies, 

The intestine of the new- 
born calf will absorb these 
antibodies from colostrum 
only during the first few 
hours of life, The sooner the 


protective antibodies are ab- 
sorbed, Research shows that 
passage of antibodies from 
colostrum through the in- 
testinal wall of the calf be- 
gins to decrease within six 
hours after birth, 

The longer the delay in 
getting colostrum into the 
new calf, the less likely the 
calf will be able to absorb 
the antibodies, Hand feed 
it so you are sure the calf 
gets a good dose of colo- 
strum immediately, 


intake while their amount of 
food is limited, 

Whenever you purchase a 
vitamin supplement, check 
the expiry date on the label 
and if the product is out of 
date bring this to the atten- 
tion of the pharmacist or 
clerk, 

*buy a product with an 
expiry date sufficiently in the 
future so that you will have 
used up most of the quantity 
before the time has expired. 

*and it is kept in your 
home under normal condit- 
ions and protected from ex- 
cessive heat, light, air or 
moisture, it is not necessary 
to discard the contents as 
soon as the expiry date is 
reached, Most manufactur- 
ers ensure that their pro- 
ducts will have full labelled 
potency for several months 
beyond the stated expiry date 
to compensate for any ad- 
verse storage conditions or 
handling which may take 
place somewhere along the 
distribution chain between 
manufacturer and consumer, 

AN EXCESS CAN BE 

HARMFUL 

* Although excess intake of 
most vitamins is excreted in 
the urine, it has been known 
for some time that any ex- 
cess intake of Vitamins A,
